Onthel7thof March, 
in this year of grace, 1863, the ‘articles were signed, and the long law 
allowed for the event not to he settled—tntil the 8th of December—was 
also a strange and “ ont-of-the-way” time tobe allowed. ‘Nhe summer 
came, and has gone; and still was each instalment made, until the 26th 
of November witnessed the final staking of ‘£100 a side, which com- 
pleted the greatest stuke ever contended for—two thousand pounds; oy, to 
make it more apparent to the friends, countrymen, or admirers of 
Heenan, only £83 63. $a. above ten thousand dollars: A few facts about 
the progress of this affair may not be out of place in this, ‘our introduc-

in the laboratory department of the gun factory as a charger of 
shells, &c, His father and mother, as we have already stated, 
are Irish. Whether Heenan ever assisted his dad in his work 
we have not enquired, but he seems at an early age to have 
become a forgeman at Benicia, from whence he takes his nick- 
name ; and it was while working here that he from time to time 
displayed fistic powers of no ordinary quality. We have! no 
doubt that. the Hibernian blood in his veins added not a little to 
his inelination for a turn-up with any one who fancied him, and 
that his coat was often trailed through the fair in ‘the hope that 
some one might tread on it, Be this as it may, he acquired ex- 
perience in the use of his digits, which an ‘occasional turn-up at 
the diggings in California, whither he subsequently betook him- 
self, doubtless tended to improve. On his arrival in New York 
he seems to have obtained for himself at once a position as one of 
the leading pugilists of the city, and this, too, without ance 
entering the magic circle. This being the case, he had no diffi- 
culty in obtaining office under Government, and was soon 
appointed an Inspector of Customs, for, be it known to our un- 
sophisticated readers, the leader of such a class as the race of 
pugilists in the States is no mean man; and his influence for 
good, if properly directed, is of great use to the Government, 
Heenan, being thus rendered comparatively independent, appears 
to have had no intention of tempting fortune in the P.R. until 
over-persuaded by interested people, who desired the downfall of 
John Morrissey, to throw up his situation, and enter the lists 
against that worthy, at whose hands he suffered the defeat here 
alluded to. He was beaten by Morrissey, October 19, 1858, at 
Long Point, Canada, but was clearly out of condition. It lasted 
22 min., during which 11 rounds were fought. His last battle 
was the memorable international contest with Sayers, of which 
the following is the history -— 


All being in readiness, and the immense crowd being disposed 
in tolerable order by the exertions of those of the Ring-keepers who 
chose to do their duty, Tom Sayers appeared at the ring side, and

REMARKS. 

At this hour it is impossible for us to extend our remarks on this 
to the length which its merits deserve, It was, up to 
the unfortunate termination, decidedly the very best Championship 
Fight we ever witnessed, It was to the time aforesaid fought out 
with a manliness, a fairness, anda determination on both sides 
worthy ‘of the highest commendation, Without an attempt. at 
shifting, each scorned to take: a.mean advantage, and loudly and 
repeatedly was each of them cheered, ‘The game displayed on both 
sides was remarkable. The gluttony and bottom of Tom Sayers are 
too proverbial to need furthor comment at our: hands ; ‘but as 
cortain rumours have ‘been flying about to tho ‘effect that’ Heenan 
was destitute of those qualities; we deem it right to express our 
belief that a gamer, moro determined fellow, never pulled a shirt 
off, His punishment was terrible, and! yet he took it, round after 
round, without flinching, and almost invariably with a smile on 
his face. We are bound to own that in this, as in his talent, 
he has very agreeably disappointed us ; and had wo not known his 
career, we certainly should never have set him ‘down for a novice, 
Ho has‘an excollent delivery with his left, which was as straight as 
a dart, and early in the fight was very heavy. It appears to us, 
however, that his hands are not strong, for before half the battle 
was got through his left hand was so much swelled as to be almost 
useless, and this, doubtless, was fortunate for Tom, who, with his 
right arm gone, could have made but a poor stand against such a 
weapon, had if retained ita original hardness. Of his right Heenan 
makes but little use, but thisis ‘a quality he may’ yet learn. Of his 


| conduet‘at' the conclusion of the battle we cannot speak in too 


strong terms. ‘We trust it was occasioned by tho state of excite- 


‘ment in which he was, owing to the ring being broken, and by the 


fact that, being almost blind, he took the unotfending seconds of his 
opponent for some other persons. We assure him that such con- 
duet is’ not calculated to gain him friends in this country, and 
that if he allows his temper to get the better of his judgment again 
in a similar way’ it may cost him dear, Of Tom Sayers wo need 
say no more than that he fought the battle throughout with con- 
summate tact and judgment, and, considering that his right arm 
(his principal weapon) was rendoréd almost uscless from the com- 


‘moncement, too much praise cannot be’ awarded to him for his 


courage and coolness. We aro’of opinion, even without that arm, 
that ho would éventually have pulled through, had the fight been 
finished on the day; but it is yseless speculating on cases which 
may yet again be brought on for trial, and we shall therefore leave 
the public to form their awn opinions, On the question of nation- 
ality the. only point that has been decided, and the only point in 
our opinion requiring decision, is that both England and America 
possess brave sons, and each country has reason to bo prond of tho 
champion she has selected. Whether the match will be fought out 
we cannot at present say. Both are, doubtless, anxious to have it 
sottled ; but, for ourselves, were wo asked, we would say each is ‘so 
good that he is deserving a belt, and we would call on our country- 


_men to subscribe for such a trophy as a reward for Heenan’s onter- 
priso and boldness in coming, as he has done, to beard the British 


Champion on his own ground. 


The height. of Tom Sayers is 5ft 8hin; and:his, fighting weight, 


whenin good condition, was between 10st 10lband 10st 121b. He pas- 
sesses fine and very powérful loins and shoulders, but his arms do 
not strike one as being so muscular as those of many a lighter man. 
His head is well set on to a powerful neck, and his face is, when 
in condition, as hard as adamant. From the hips downwards, 
with the exception of his calves, Tom is not what we should call 
a strongly or well-built nian, being wanting in thighs, but -such 
as his pins are he makes good use of them; and it is more to his 
cleverness in this respect, and his good judgment as to time and 
distance, that the severity of his hitting is attributable, than to 
the {possession of that very extraordinary degree of strength 


PERFORMANCES OF TOM EING.. 

Tou Kina was born August 14, 1885, in Silver-streot, Stepney. 
He weighs over 12st,, and is above ft, 2in. in height, He went a 
couple of voyages as a sailor to the coast of Africa, after which he 
got the situation of foreman among the shipping at the Victoria 
Docks, during which time ho,‘ whipped”. one or two quarrelsome 
and ambitious “ parties.”, The news of these victories reached Jem 
Ward, who sought and obtained an interviow with King. He was 
likewiso present at a'turn-up between King and an aspirant of the 
namo of Brighton Bill, who was so thoroughly thrashed in one 
round that he retired from the P.R,! The conduct of King so do- 
lighted Ward, that he declared there were some sterling qualities 
about the youngster that only required development to make him 
rank A las a bruiser, King, after this; was matched as ‘Jem 
Ward's Big-un,” with Smith, of Portsmouth, who forfeited at the 
socond deposit. Clamp, of Newgate Market, was the next to stake 
monoy for 2 contest with Master: Tommy, but having taken 
stock of the ‘Juvenile Big-’un,”.he thought discretion the 
better part of valour, and he also forfeited the first instal- 
mont! King, finding that ho could ‘not get ‘on a match 
with somo of the middle-weights for a smallish amount, 
challenged to fight anybody for 100/. a side, which also mot with no 
response, and King began to think he was going to achieve an un- 
envinble notoriety without distinguishing himself in the magic 
arena, when Tommy Truckle, of Portsmouth, stepped out of his 
aphere, and a match was made at catch-weight, for 507. a aide.

and delivered’ a terrific shot with his right direct from. the 
shoulder, giving tho full weight of his frame to the blow, which foll 
on poor Mace’s nose, loft oye, and check. King's brawny fist actually 
seemed to smash all before it with the force of'a battering-ram, and 
Mace, instantly ‘suffering the whole shock, doubled up, and fell 
helpless at his opponent's feet, bleeding profusely from the noso, 
eyes, and touth, This unexpected turn of events cauged the 
vtmost consternation amongst Mace's backers, for it was gonerally 
admitted that perhaps such a tremendous blow had never bean 
delivered in the prize-ring. King then stalked to his corn er, 
laughing at his sudden triumph, amidst the vehement cheors of his 

artisans, while Mace was picked up by his seconds, and carried to 
bis corner in a state of almost total insensibility. 

Round 20—The seconds of King, after hurriedly attending to 
their man, were very eager in their inquiries that “time” should 
be called, The seconds of Mace had all their work to bring him up 
in any way fit to appear at the scratch, and bad not Jem with the 
#reatest gameness endeavoured to shake off the effects of the blow, 
all their attontions would have been of no avail, Mace staggered 
to the serateh, evidently all abroad from the terrific blow. the 
effects of which completely closed his left eyo, and swelled his 
cheek level with his forehead. King, as soon as Mace left his 
seconds’ hands, walked to him, and again knocked him down with a 
loft-hander on the nose with apparent ease, It was now obvious 
that it seas but very little to finish Mace. . 

Round 21 and last—Mage required all the time allowed bofore he 
could leave hia corner, and presented a pitiable object.. Ha  stag-: 
gored towards his adversary with his head hanging down, and evi- 
dently with no knowledge of what he was about, with the excep- 
tion of having to face King. Tom walked to him, and evidently with 
consideration and leniency, searcely ‘more: than pushed him down;

was up, which was verified by tho sponge being thrown up by Jen's 
brother, as the usual sign of defeat. The game Mace, however, 
when conscious of what had been done on his behalf, roaa_ from his 
necond’s knee, and staggering like a drunken man, muttered his 
wish to fight on, but his party, who wore satisfied that it would only 
be sending him up to receive punishment. hopelessly, refused to 
allow him, and when he found that victory was absolutely declared 
‘in fayour of King he cried. with bitter mortifleation, “In King's 
#ormer there was a scene of great enthusiasm, and before: dressing 
‘the men were apparently on better terms than before the fight. 
(his: model encounter was thus brought to the above unexpected 
fermination, after the men hadbeen fighting exactly thirty-eight 
minutes.

to this characteristic, fortunate as it has proved, ho owes his present 
victory. Without question, he has made good use of his “appren- 
ticeship” in his first battles. His attitude is altogether more artistic, 
but his great length destroys the neatness of appearance in coms 

arison to Mace, There is no doubt, however, that he was “riled” 
in the midst of the fray, and he must learn to curb.that fecling on 
future occasions, or it will inevitably lead him into danger. King 
is wonderfully active for a big ono, but occasionally lacks com- 
posure in his deliveries, and especially lots. fly his right in the 
wildest possible manner. Maco’s style is familiar to nearly all our 
readers, but Jom was certainly not seen in his best form then. 
The fact is that, although possessing. all the essential qualities for 
Champion of England in courage, endurance, skill, and science, he 
is overpowered by the natural advantages of such 2 man as King— 
young, fresh, and moderately clever, The fight, was equally balanced 


up to about the middle, as will generally be the case: when science. 


is matched against superiority in weight and length, as it requires 
time to wear a big one down to tho weight of the lesser combatant. 
Mace’s attitude was, as usual, beautifully artistic, and, as in all his 
previous encounters, hoe got away to avoid punishment with a clever- 
ness and dexterity that fairly struck the beholders with amazement. 


‘From about the tonth round, it appoared, to. experienced: judges, 


certainly quite 3 to 1 on Mace, although as much as 5 to 1 was 
offered by Jem'’s enthusiastic friends,. The, tide was turned in a 
most.extraordinary manuer by undeniably a chance shot received 
in the nineteenth round, when King, seizing. the opportunity of a 
short delivery and a slight slip on Mace’s part, dashed a terrific 
‘‘cross-counter,” which he sent in with all the,force of his gigantic 
strength.

Heenan, who was present, watched the 
struggle with immense intorest, but ‘Tom Sayers, having missed the 
train, did not arrive until the fighthad been decided, The “Benicia 
Boy's” opinion is entitled to some respect; and we may say that he 
was disappointed in what he witnessed, as he expressed his belief 
that Maco is overrated, while ho looked upon King in any case as 
only moderate.

Tru. excitement on the other side of the 
We have just to hand. copies of the Cli 
journal discourses as follows, and it will 
towards “ Young England” :— 

“The day fixed upon for the great pugilistic encounter between 
John C. Heenan and 'om King, the representatives, respectively, of 
Young America and Old England, is fast approaching, and although in 
this country the interest in the important affair is lessened by the moro 
exciting events connected with the great rebellion, yet in England, we 
are informed, the most intense excitement now, prevails. ‘There, the 
Prize Ring is an acknowledged institution, some of the most prominent 
men in the country taking an interest in it, and frequently contributing, 
sub rosa-—which means ‘keeping shady’—to the money fought for. 
Here it is different, the Ring apparently meeting with but little favour, 
on account, in a measure, of the shameful conduct of ‘rough alleys' 
who are to be found at every assemblage of note, We say the Ring 
apparently meets, with little favour hore. Now, though the attendance 
at our Ring contests isnot generally large, yet itis an undeniable fact that 
the daily papers never give their readers 7 more palatable literary feast 
than when they give elaborate reports of well-fought battles in the pugilis- 
tic arena, The details of such affairs are read with the greatest interest 
by nearly all classes, by old and young, the grave, tho gay, the father 
and the child, and occasionally by even the softer sex.

Why we 
know of several instances where our fellow citizens of the ‘clergy per- 
suasion’ obtained a copy of the Clipper, and taking it into their stu igs, 
eagerly devoured our great account of the ‘international struggle’ bo- 
tween the American and English champions, __, 

“Woll, although we have said there is not the same interest attached 
to the forthcoming encounter as there was tothe Heenan and Sayers 
meeting, we have prety reason to believe that the reports of the Heenan 
and King conflict will have fully as many readers ag the details of the 
Farnborough fight had, and already newsdealors are Sending in their 
orders for extra a of the Arak containing the report of the 
battle.

“ By the last arrival from Europe we learn that nine thousand dollars 
of the battle-money had been duly placed in the hands of the stake- 
holder, as the articles of agreement called for, and ere this, no*doubdt, 
the last stake of one thousand dollars has been added, making complete 
thesumtotal to be fought for. The battle-money,ten thousand dollars, ig 
equal to the largest sum ever fought for in the world: ‘Woe believe this 
‘amount has only been equalled once before, and that was°in the -ever- 
memorable fight between Tom Hyer and Yankee Sullivan, in 
February, 1849. In the Prize Ring of England, no such’ sum was 
ever fought for, although it does not follow. that large stakes 
bring about good fights; some of the best fights on record nave been 
for sums varying from twenty-five dollars to five hundred, Yet it is true 
that the outside world attaches more Importance to a match for a big 
stake than it does to one for a small stake. It ig said that some fears 
are entertained that, ‘ magisterial interruption’ may bring the King and 
Heenan affair to a termination without a fight ; and to throw the spoil 
sports off the scent, it was recently proposed—while the two gladiators 
were attending some races at Newmarket—that the fight should take 

lace there and then ; Heenan,.we hear, Was agreeable to it, but King 

issented, although weighty and golden inducements were offered him 
toanticipate the day set apart, and ‘have it out’ on the spot. We 
presume King had good reasons for objecting, The gentlemen en- 
trusted with the mayagemont of the ‘excursion’ were using every en- 
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deavour to hava the affair come off fair and square on its merits ; angie 
the thing is at all feasible, they will give the riotous rabble the pt 
shesider, and try{to get along without their presence or ‘assistance. ra 
nestiy every prize-fight—and at most all sorts of large gatherings, lor 
that matter—numbers of noisy and disorderly characters manage to 
insade themselves ; and if they are in sufficient force, they wee 
mnk2 money by breaking up the fight, or, picking pockets. We nike 
plasty of such fellows here, and it is only a wonder to us thatt 
prStessors and admirers of the Ring do not drive them away by givmg 
thes: a ‘good warming.’ For the coming meeting, the presenoe 6 
thy rabble is not at all desirable ; their inter ference at Farnborough 
grettly injured the British Ring, yet it kept the ‘Champion Bel 
the country; and although Heenan lost the trophy by the outside vf 
turbance, yet ho gain some very influential friends among - 
clatecs of English society, some of whom are now backing him for t ; 
eoming encounter, in order to show their appreciation of his conduc 
dasizg his sojourn in England. 

“The ‘belligerents’ are in active training, and. have been so for 
some time past. ‘Condition’. must not be Jost sight of for the ap- 
proeching passage of fists, and well do both men knowit.

All things considered, the ad- 
van<ages are in favour of King, and therefore we are puzzled why 
Heenan overtops his opponent in betting., The only reason we cao 
8e6 for it, is the extranrdinkey abilities he displayed in his contest with 
Ba which, at the time, our transatlantic friends were not 8? 
wilting to admit as they are at present. However, we shall soo 
have the news of the result of the impending struggle, and then, perhaps 
everything will appear as plain as ‘household words.’

Tux Prince of Wales’ stud has been removed. from the Royal. Mewa | 
to the stables recently erected at Marlborough House. The new build- 
ing stands upon the north-east sido of the mansion, assumes the form of 
a square block with two wings, and is almost wholly built of yellow 
bricks. In‘ the centre of the block is the grand or Royal ontrance, 
leading into the gardens, which, skirt the promenade of St, James's- 
park, and communicate with the entire sinterior of the structure. On 
cither side ofthe, Royal entrance aro two coach-houses, each divided 
into three divisions, and each division capable of holding twa carriacds, 
The quadrangle in front of these ooach-houses and of the Royal entrance 
is covered by an enormous ekylirht, supported by light irin columns,

This sad accident would have curbed. the enthusiasm of most 
| beginners; but Lord St. Vincent, to use a cricketing phrase, was 
“too game a colt” to be beaten in his first innings, and during 
the Ascot week following, he gave 3,000 guineas by telegraph for 
Ben Webster, the day before Coroner had beaten him at Man- 
chester for the Queen’s Plate. This purchase he made with a 
‘view of winning the Goodwood Cup, but he broke down a fort- 
night before the race came off, and not only was he never able 
to run him for any event, but he had to pay forfeit in a match 
for two thousand that he had made with Mr, George Fitzwilliam 
with Wallace. This was another high trial of his lordship’s en- 
durance ; but he was equal to the occasion, and at Brighton we 
saw him giving 500 guineas to William Day for Schehallion, after 
he had beaten Lord Burleigh in the Two Year Old Plate. It 
was now surely time that his lordship should win his second 
race, and in a month afterwards he did so at Exeter, where, with 
his new purchase, he carried off the Mamhead Stakes, worth 
upwards of 3001, beating Alchymist, who was.a tremendous 
favourite, and several others, Eighteen hundred and sixty-two 
loomed better for the Lord of Godmersham, for Edwin Parr, who 
had had the charge of his horses for three months, came out at 
the Epsom Spring Meeting, and won the Two Year Old Stakes 
for him with The Orphan, a filly purchased for a song. And had 
Hiblierd only sat. still on her the following day, she must have 
beaten Muezzin for the New Two Year Old Stake, for she sub- 
sequently ran second to Lord Clifden for the Woodcote, and 
likewise won the Fernhill at Ascot, and the Eglinton at Don- 
caster. 

We now come to another of those dashing ventures which 
have marked the brief career of Lord St. Vincent on the Turf, 
viz., the purchase of Lord Clifden, with whose name his memory 
will always be associated. ‘To all who were behind the scenes 
on the Turf, the fact of Lord Clifden having been tried to be the 
best two year old that has been seen for years was well known. 
In fact, he had done so much with Spicebox that only 20 to 1 
was asked about him for The Derby before he came out for The 
Woodcote. Knowing, by The Orphan, how good the Newminster 
colt must be, his lordship resolved to try again if The Derby and 
St. Leger were beyond his grasp, and entered into negotiations 
for him, His minister plenipotentiary was Mr. Holmes, an Irish 
gentlemen endowed with all the requisite powers for such an 
undertaking, and an admitted good judge of a horse. He was 
accompanied by Edwin Parr; and Aston-under-Lyne, in Stafford- 
shire, was the place fixed for the Congress with Mr. Hinde, who 
was a wine and spirit dealer in that town, At first there ap- 
peared so small a chanee of the mission being successful-—for 
the horse.was in price to another gentleman-—that Parr returned 
home to’ Telscombe.. The frish ambassador, however, was 
not so casily shaken off, and after a considerable amount 
of finesse and diplomacy, he was enabled to telegraph to Lord 
St. Vincent to meet him with a blank cheque. At this con-

“ VISCOUNT. ST. VINCENT. 

Rivb ‘as dre the annals of the Turfewith instances of pluck and 
devotion to its pursnits, we question whether among its followers 
any of late years have displayed an equal amount of spirit as 
Lord $t,, Vincent, the. winner of the last Doncaster, St. Leger. 

Viscount St. ‘Vincent, whose motto ought: certainly to, have 
been il desperandum, was born on the 12th of August, 1825, at 
Teddington, and is the nephew of thé celebrated Sir John Jervis, 
who, by the valour.and discretion he displayed in. the action with 
the Spanish fleet off Cape St. Vincent, in 1797, was raised to the 
peerage with the gift of an earldom of that title... And:he subse- 
quently filled, with the utmost credit to himself, the arduous post 
of First Lord. ‘of the Admiralty, at a time when its duties were 
most ambarragsing, from the enormous extent of our armaments, 
and the party spirit that reigned in the Cabinet. 

The subject of-our sketch received his education at Eton ; but 
instead of proceeding to either of the Universities, in charge of a 
tutor, he made the usual tour of Europe, and, onhisreturn, settled 
down on the family, estate, at Minton, in Staffordshire, As yet it 
was only in the hunting-field that his sporting propensities had 
developed themselves, and for some years he kept a good stud of 
huiters, and could only have been described as being well known 
with The Atherstone. Meeting, however, with a severe accident, 
the cffects of which are still visible, Lord St. Vincent was obliged 
to retire from the Chase, and he soon after qutited Staffordshire, 
and. took up his abode at Godmersham Park, near Canterbury. 
Although, from his love of horses, his lordship always had a bet 
upon the Derby and the St. Leger, he never figured as an ownor of 
racehorses until 1860, when, attending Canterbury races, he pur- 
chased Emotion at the hammer for forty pounds, after winning a 
Selling Stake, and before the day’s sport was over she paid for her- 
self by carrying off the Welter Cup. Whether the name of his first 
purchase-—a singularly appropiate one for a sportsman of his lord- 
ship’s temperament—-aroused a dormant passion to figure con- 
spicuously on the Turf, we cannot say, but Clementi, Hidalgo, 
Claverly, and Draghound were soon added to Emotion, which 
filly had been consigned to the care of W. Goater, at Findon. 
But as yet his Lordship cannot be said to have. got into his 
stride; and it was not until the Friday before the Derby that he 
began “toact,” which he did with that good, but unfortunate horse 
Klarikoff. And as many foolish and ill-natured stories were in 
circulation respecting his purchase of the half-share of him, we 
consider it to be only fair, both towards vendor and purchaser, 
to narrate the exact facts of the case, Klarikoff, bred by Mr. 
Bowes, was the property of Mr. Padwick, and had been backed 
by him and the members of Scott’s stable to win an enormous 
stake for the Derby, In the Two Thousand he may be said to 
have run a dead heat with. Kettledrum, for the judge declared 
there was not the difference of a race-card between them; and 
this feat he achieved, when, before starting, he came out like amad 
horse, and giving every appearance of having been done—a fact 
not inconsistent, from the constant peppering he had received 
throughout the winter, both in London and Manchester. Weare 
aware we shall have many dissentients to this view of the case; but 
fortified as we are by the opinion of those juvenile judges Captain 
White ‘and John Osborne, sen., we must be excused for sticking 
to our text, Notwithstanding this untoward defeat, Klarikoff 
rallied again ; and although what the late Isaac Day would have 
styled by no means a prepossessing horse, and in his slow-pacesa 
most slovenly goer, never seeming to get his legs from under him, 
he so pleased his trainer, as welt as the touts, by the way he stuck 
to Cape Flyaway, that the Derby was looked on at Whitewall. as 
over. And the layers got out: of him. Such was the state of 
affairs when Lord. St. Vincent dined at Mr. Padwick’s house in 
Hill-street, with several well-known members of the Turf. As 
may be expected, at such a reunion of choice spirits, the Derby 
monopolised the chief part of the conversation, and Klarikoff was 
the hero‘of. the hour. Tn the course of the dinner, our subject 
asked his host if he would sell Klarikoff, to which he replied, in 
a laughing manner, that it was impossible. “But why not?” 
reiterated his lordship. ‘For many reasons,” said Mr. Padwick, 
because, in the first place, I could never make a market of a 
horse at my own table; in the second, because I really could not 
put a price upon him; thirdly, because I could not remove him 
from John: Scott’s stable, as his friends were all on him; and, 
fourthly, because I do not want to part with him.” Still these 
arguments did not prevail, and Lord St. Vincent seemed so bent, 
upon having a Derby horse that, after dinner, a calculation was 
made by a well-known Yorkshire sportsman of the value of 
Klarikoff’s engagements, which looked so well on paper that Mr.

The exhibition of: sheep is unequal. Taking the Leicesters first, 
according to their place in: the catalogue, we may say that this breed, 
which, though, suitable only to certain lands, has been improving of 
late, is: represented by some excellent specimens. The Cotswolds, 
which come next, and which are Tepreeonted by two pens only, are so 
indifferent that the judges refrain frem giving any prizes, hatever 
these official arbiters may say to the Lincolns, we must ourselves pass 
them as undeserving any particular comment. The Kentish, Romney 
Marsh, and other long-woolled breeds, excluding Leicesters, Cotswolds, 
and Lincolns, are exceedingly good in their several kinds, The first- 
prize winners, a pen exhibited by. Mr,.Frederick Murton, are conspicu- 
ous. by, the. snowy whiteness of their fleece. In. the extra stock, the 
Leicester wethers and ewes make -a very good appearance, as do tho 
long-woolled sheep, not Leicesters. Of course the Southdowns, for 

urity and excellence of breed, maintain their pre-eminence. Neither 
the Duke of Richmond nor Lord Radnor, however, takes the first prize 
this’ year, that honour being seized by Lord Walsingham. These sheep 
are broader inthe back, and have-closer fleeces than: ever, the surface 
of the wool resembling stone that has been finely stippled all over with 
a punch. The Hampshire ana the Wiltshire Downs, and the Shrop- 
shire breed, are all excellent. “We are glad to see that in the Oxford- 
shire class, the pen by which Mr. Arthur Overman takes the first prize, 
consists of animals from the stock of Mr. Charles Howard, who was 
himself tho first-prize winner last year, and who myst feel gratified at 
finding the samo breed triumphant two years running. : 

In the mountain breed we detect nothing that deserves particular 
mention, but the extra stock comprises a great deal of true excellence 
in various breeds, ‘notably Southdown wethers, _ For the present we 
shall conclude our notice of the sheep by saying that the cross breeds 
are uncommonly good. The pigs. we must leave for another occasion.

Deer 
and turkoys are quite plentiful in those parts where they are commonly to be 
found, and the numbers of quall, ruffed grouse and pinnated grouse, are almost 
excessive, It does not follow, however, that everybody who takes ” gun and 
goes out will find game. The common error of the inexperienced ie in the 
notion that because birds are plentiful ey can kick up a bevy of quail or 
pack of grouse in any piece of stubble, Even where they moat abound, the 
sportsman must have good dogs, and must wot be tfraid of shoe-leather, or he 
wil] not kill many birda In wildfowl shooting, too, much fine sport will be 
had this year, but those who think they can make pro of the shy and wary 
ducks as old Mother Bond did, by standingson the e ge of the shallows and 
calling * Dill, dill, dill, dill, dill, dill! come’ and be killed!" are likely to ba 
mistaken, Patience, craft, and much enduranca of cold and wet, are’ nocos- 
sary for the circumvontion of the web-footed tribes thatbleed on the shores 
of Hudson's Bay.— Wilkes's New York Spirit of the Times.
